Trade  Surplus  Rises  -  The  July 
agricultural  surplus  was  almost  $1 .3 
billion,  1 4  percent  higher  than  June,  and 
41  percent  higher  than  a  year  ago 
because  of  much  lower  imports.  The 
cumulative  surplus  for  October  1 992  to 
July  1 993  totaled  $15.8  billion,  2  percent 
higher  than  a  year  earlier  (table  3). 

Exports  Lower  -  July  exports  declined 
$70  million  from  June  to  $3.1  billion,  6 
percent  below  a  year  ago  on  lower  grain 
exports.  Meat  exports  declined  5  per¬ 
cent  from  last  year  due  to  lower  beef 
exports,  but  poultry  meat  shipments 
were  up  40  percent.  Horticultural 
exports  were  up  12  percent,  as  fruit  and 
vegetable  shipments  were  stronger. 
Cumulative  October-July  exports  of 
$36.4  billion  were  1  percent  higher  than 
last  year. 

Wheat  exports  climbed  to  2.8  million 
tons,  8  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier. 
Exports  rose  to  398,000  tons  to  the 
former  Soviet  Union  (FSU).  There  were 
also  gains  to  Egypt  (322,000  tons), 

Japan  (262,000  tons),  and  the 
Philippines  (1 82,000  tons).  Wheat 
exports  to  Nigeria  rose  to  139,000  tons, 
and  totaled  873,000  tons  for  the  year  as 
exports  increased  significantly  since 
Nigeria  lifted  its  ban  on  wheat  imports  at 
the  end  of  last  year.  Exports  for 
October-July  totaled  almost  30.5  million 
tons,  up  5  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 

Com  exports  plummeted  to  2.3  million 
tons,  down  38  percent  from  July  1 992, 
as  exports  to  the  FSU  dwindled  to  only 
50,000  tons.  Weak  export  demand  was 
a  greater  factor  in  lower  corn  exports 
than  the  summer’s  flooding,  as  ship¬ 
ments  normally  fall  during  July  and 
August.  Sales  were  steady  to  Japan  at  1 
million  tons,  and  increased  to  Taiwan  at 
385,000  tons.  Over  150,000  tons  were 
exported  to  Algeria.  Corn  exports  for 
October-July  totaled  35.7  million  tons,  7 
percent  more  than  last  year. 

Soybean  exports  remained  steady  at  1 .2 
million  tons  in  July.  Shipments  rose  to 
485,000  tons  to  Mexico,  but  cumulative 
exports  to  Mexico  were  1 1  percent  below 
last  year.  Sales  increased  to  Taiwan  at 
1 62,000  tons,  but  decreased  to  Japan  at 
158,000  tons.  Cumulative  soybean 


shipments  to  Indonesia  and  Malaysia 
were  nearly  700,000  tons,  over  250 
percent  larger  than  last  year,  as  U.S. 
soybeans  were  imported  for  crushing  to 
substitute  for  reduced  soymeal 
shipments  from  China.  October-July 
soybean  exports  totaled  18.9  million 
tons,  12  percent  above  a  year  ago. 

Grain  sorghum  exports  rose  to  305,000 
tons,  30  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 
Exports  increased  to  both  Mexico  and 
Japan  at  203,000  tons  and  68,000  tons 
respectively.  Turkey  imported  21,000 
tons  and  Israel  13,000  tons.  October- 
July  exports  were  5.9  million  tons,  9 
percent  less  than  last  year. 

Cotton  exports  totaled  81 ,000  tons,  7 
percent  above  last  July,  as  aid  ship¬ 
ments  of  1 5,000  tons  to  Ethiopia  boosted 
exports.  Exports  totaled  1 6,000  tons  to 
Korea,  and  9  0d0  tons  to  both  Japan  and 
Mexico.  October-July  exports  were  over 
1  million  ton^  26  percent  less  than  a‘. 
year  earlier. •

FY  1993  Forecast  -  The  final  fiscal 
1 993  forecast  for  U.S.  agricultural  trade 
remained  unchanged,  with  exports 
projected  at  $42.5  billion,  and  imports 
expected  to  be  a  record  $25  billion. 
Export  prospects  for  coarse  grains, 
cotton,  and  tobacco  weakened  since 
the  May  1 993  forecast,  but  there  were 
offsetting  gains  in  high-value  exports, 
particularly  horticultural  commodities. 
Imports  are  advancing  on  stronger 
cattle  and  vegetable  shipments.
